sevelt recommended to congress to- 
day a $500,000 appropriation for a 
"comprehensive study" of the "con- 
centration of economic power 
in 


American industry and the eflect of 
that concentration upon the decline 
of competition." 


In his long promised message on 


anti-trust law revision, the presi- 
dent also proposed for immediate 
enactment the following legislation: 


To "effectively control the opera- 


tion of bank holding companies." 


To "prevent 
holding companies 


from acquiring control of any more 
banks, directly or indirectly." 


To "prevent banks controlled by 


holding companies from establish- 
ing any more branches." 


To "make it illegal for a holding 


company, or any corporation 
or 


enterprise in which it is financially 
interested to borrow from, or sell 
securities to a bank in which it 
holds stock."' 


Would Allow Time 


"I recommend," 
Mr. Roosevelt 


said, "that this 
bank legislation 


make provision for the gradual sep- 
aration of banks from holding com- 
pany control or ownership, allow- 
ing a reasonable time for this ac- 
complishment—time enough for it 
to be done in an orderly manner 
and without causing inconvenience 
to communities served by holding 
company banks." 


He declared the program was not 


the beginning of "any ill considered 
'trust-busting' activity which lacks 
proper consideration for economic 
results," but was a program to "pre- 
serve private enterprise for profit 
by keeping it free enough to be 
able to utilize all our resources 
of capital and labor at a profit." 


"Concentration of private power 


existing today was "without equal 
in history" and was "growing," the 
president said. 


He announced he 
would ask a 


deficiency appropriation of $200,000 
for the department of justice to pro- 
vide for the "proper and fair en- 
forcement of the existing anti-trust 
laws" and added the study he pro- 
posed, to be conducted by the fed- 
eral trade commission, justice de- 
partment and the securities com- 
mission, should not be confined to 
the anti-trust field but should cover 
the "effects of tax, patent and oth- 
er government policies." 


Wants Trice Study 


"There should be an examination 


of the existing price system and 
the price policies of industry to de- 
termine their effect upon the gen- 
eral level of trade, upon unemploy- 
ment, upon long term profits and 
upon consumption." Mr. Roosevelt 
asserted. 


Enumerating some of the items 


for study, he said the 
anti-trust 


laws should be made susceptible of 
practical enforcement by "casting 
upon those charged with violations 
the burden o_f proving facts pe- 
culiarly 'within their knowledge."

and effective power to investigate 
whenever there is reason to believe 
that conditions exist or practices 
prevail which violate

sions or defeat the objectives of the 
anti-trust laws. 


"If investigation reveals border- 


line cases where legitimate cooper- 
ative efforts to eliminate socially 
and economically harmful methods 
of competition in particular indus- 
tries are thwarted by fear of possi- 
ble technical violations of the antt-

Suggests Penalties 


As a deterrent to personal wrong- 


doing, he suggested where a cor- 
poration is enjoined from violating 
the law the court be empowered to 
enjoin it for a specified period from 
giving any remunerative employ- 
ment to any person found to bear a 
responsibility for the wrongful cor- 
porate action.

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GOING BACK TO CAUSES AGAIN 
Among other things Governor LaFol- 


lette recently said that "at the end of ten 
years we have not solved trie fundamental 
problems that caused the depression." We 
hope the governor isn't going to spend any 
more time upon that subject. 
For the 


lines have been drawn up and sides chos- 
en just as the boys picked their baseball 
nines when Hector was a pup. 


In the early days of the depression the 


causes of it were figured out in answer to 
the spleen of the person who figured. If 
he was irate at a coal dealer the cause was 
the price of coal. If he didn't like unions 
it was union labor. If he were hostile to 
courts for some personal reason they were 
the cause of all our difficulties. 


But as these hot flashes wore them- 


selves out the people very generally came 
to the conclusion that there was only one 
thing different about this depression, and 
that difference had little or nothing to dp 
with socalled causes as much as it had to 
do with rulers who were shy on history 
but long on giving involved explanations 
to those who listened in rapt attention 
as they toasted their shins at the firesides. 


Governor LaFollette's excursion after 


"the fundamental problems that caused 
the depression" will be more than futile 
because he cannot prove anything just 
as we cannot prove anything concerning 
such causes, irrespective of the strength 
of the opinions formed. 


But he can prove something because 


that something is self-evident—and that is 
that certain policies pursued by the Ad- 
ministration at Washington have held us 
in the grip of the depression or thrown 
us back into the ditch every time we 
seemed to get a foothold on firm ground. 


With the most richly endowed country 


in the world, with the greatest freedom 
in the world, and with a people who are 
generally no slouches in energy, except- 
ing as paternalistic policies may have 
turned them into sluggards, what possible 
explanation can be given for America's 
most unhappy situation—the worst situa- 
tion in the world today so far as unem- 
ployment is concerned? 


How can that situation reasonably be 


accounted for in comparison to like peri- 
ods following other drastic depressions ex- 
cepting that in other days the govern- 
ment kept its nose out of people's busi- 
ness and maintained itself in a perfectly 
sound manner while under Mr. Roosevelt 
it has become a seeker after soft ways for 
its people, a borrower who puts everything 
on the cuff, and a regulator of every busi- 
ness under the sun when it hasn't even 
been able to regulate its own? 


A PRIMER ON PRIMING

pressure, the attempt to drive those on 
WPA to the polls like cattle, the threat 
to deprive those on relief of their bread 
unless they are "right."

' President Conant of Harvard pursues 
the matter in a recent issue of Harper's. 


Giving advanced and costly education 


to persons who will never use it, are un- 
able to use it, or are opposed to using it, 
is assuredly something more than the 
wastage of costly institutions upon those 
who do not merit their time. It is the 
creation of a void in that we send the 
capable and the talented, the faithful and 
the loyal, the earnest and the deserving 
out to dig a useless hole in someone's 
back yard simply because they haven't the 
finances to support them while they ab- 
sorb an education, and spend fortunes try- 
ing to educate those unable to comply 
with education's demands. 


It must be remembered that Mr. Con- 


ant is the head of one of the most ad- 
vanced institutions of learning 
in 
the 


world, sometimes too advanced, but his 
experience with the run of students can- 
not be ignored when he says that it would 
be a public benefit if from 25 to 50 per 
cent of the persons now attending the 
universities could be dropped out to make 
way for those 
of 
higher 
intellectual 


timber. 


Mr. Conant inquires how we are fol- 


lowing Thomas Jefferson's proposal that 
our schools be made "so democratic as to 
be revolutionary" when they are only as 
democratic today as the dollar mark, ex- 
cepting insofar as scholarships are provid- 
ed for the deserving. 


Harvard, Mr. Conant tells us, fashions 


its scholarships with full data and for the 
purpose of fitting them to the needs of 
those who receive them. Some are giv- 
en the aid of but a small amount of mon- 
ey, others receive greater 
sums, 
none 


knows what another receives, and each is 
patterned upon the information obtained 
by the university as to the need of the 
particular student, the ability of his fam- 
ily to help him and the opportunity he 
has to help himself. 


We are very particular that the chil- 


dren of each generation shall receive a 
certain amount of education. 
We pass 


laws and we pay officers to enforce them, 
in order that youth shall receive certain 
intellectual training. 
We tell ourselves 


that this is done primarily for the benefit 
of the nation. And then we stop at the 
most critical point in the affair. 
After 


the student has been taken through high 
school it may be inconsistent with Ameri- 
can ideals to compel him to take an ad- 
vanced course in learning but it certainly 
is not inconsistent with those ideals to pro- 
vide the opportunity for him to take that 
course. At this point we desert the stu- 
dent and we abandon the nation. 


Due to this haphazard system we have 


some of the professions crowded but not 
with brilliant members. 


Fortunately America may reverse this 


bid to the mediocre. 
When fully awake 


to the error of its methods nothing exists 
to prevent its abandonment of them, sub- 
stituting in their place scholarships fash- 
ioned after the Conant system, that is cer- 
tain specified assistance offered to those 
who have shown scholastic ability and de- 
pending in amount upon their resources. 
By the same token one 
may 
inquire 


whether a state like Wisconsin'is very 
sensible in spending its millions every 
year to provide an army of professors to 
instruct young men and women whose 
only chance to pass an examination is an 
undisturbed opportunity to copy the rules 
off their cuffs.

CATARRH 


Formerly catarrh meant fnflam 


mation of any mucous membrane 
Mucous membrane lines every cav 
ity or opening that communicate 
with the outside world. More re 
cently catarrh has 
signified 
par 


ticularly inflammation of the mu 
cous membrane lining the nasa 
passages, chronic rhinitis. 


Causes of simple chronic rhiniti 


are (1) living in overheated, ex 
cessively dried out atmosphere in 
doors most of the time; (2) over 
eating of refined food—too large a 
proporlion of the calories yieldec 
by pure starches and sugars, ye 
diet usually deficient in mineral 
and vitamins which have been re 
moved or destroyed in process o 
refining natural food; (3) seden 
tary habit and the poor circulation 
accompanying it; (4) damage dom 
by frequent infection, due to popu 
lar credulity in reference to weath 
cr, drafts, dampness, sudden chan 
ges. and the like; (5) habit of wear- 
ing excessive clothing. 


In the winter time when houses 


'offices, shops, cars, theaters ant 
schools arc artificially heated, the 
room temperature should be kep 
at 68 degrees F. If it is permitted 
to go to 73 or 75 most persons are 
sure to be stuffy from abnorma 
congestion of the head, whether 
they realize it is too warm or not 
However heated, the winter air 
containing a fair amount of water 
vapor, becomes dried out and i. 
heated above 68 degrees it becomes 
drier than the driest desert air ever 
becomes naturally. In every in- 
stance, then, where artificial heat- 
ing is necessary, the air should be 
conditioned by the evaporation of 
sufficient water to keep the hu- 
midity as nearly as practicable at 
the level of that of an ideal autumn 
day—40 to 50 per cent. Generally 
this requires the evaporation of at 
least fifteen to twenty gallons ol

rHILE actual experience will 
teach the beginner the ways 
of the woods and school him 


in the necessities for living com- 
fortably outdoors, it is always well 
to study the situation before at- 
tempting to go on a camping trip 
without a guide or friend who is al- 
ready experienced. 


Here are a few essentials of a 


good camp site that may help you 
over some of the rough spots. 


1. Pure water should be the first 


thought. 


2. Wood that burns well. In cold 


weather there should be either an 
abundance of sound downwood or 
some standing hardwood trees that 
are not too big for easy felling. 
However, always select camp wood 
trees that arc apparently dead or in 
poor health. Good growing timber 
is needed for restocking our forest 
lands, and to destroy them careless- 
ly disrupts the work of conserva- 
tion. Downwood and stumps usual- 
ly supply ample material for the 
camp fire. 


3. An open spot, level enough for 


pitching the tent and 
making a 


place for the campfire, but elevated 
above its surroundings so to have 
good natural drainage. It must be 
well above any chance overflow 
from sudden rise of a neighboring 
stream. Observe the previous flood 
marks. 


4. Straight poles for the tent, or

if picked up. 
Like most snakes, 


they soon become tame after a lit- 
tle handling. They leave the old 
snake at once and shift for them- 
selcves. 


Other species of snake?, such as 


the racer, often feed on their own 
kind. We havc also heard of baby 
rate killing young swamp rattle- 
snake?. On one occasion a shrew 
was placed in a cage containing a 
DcKay's snake and a copperhead. 
Instead of ihe copperhead making 
a meal of the shrew, as was in- 
tended, the shrew killed and par- 
tially ate the DeKay's snake. 


The water snake is repulsive at 


best, and they are of no economic 
value, hence it is well to destroy 
them, thus saving what fish they 
would eat. They arc not poisonous.

made, I venture to say that easily 
40 per cent finds success through 
the kind assistance of the alleged 
defenders. Usually it is a question 
of discarding. The average defender 
is not only hard pressed by the need 
for making f ivs or six discards but, 
what is worse, shows his embarrass- 
ment by hesitation, squirming, fa- 
cial contortions, and even groans ol 
anguish. Consider the position of 
the \Vcst player in the following 
hand:

trumn bid from South, saw no sense 
In dilly-dallying, but jumped di- 
rectly to a small slam. His four- 
plus honor tricks and eight sure 
winners made his course quilt log- 
ical. 


West opened the spade king and 


declarer won with the ace. 
(There 


was no point in a holdup play, and 
it might be highly advantageous a1 
a later stage to throw West on lead 
with the spade ten and force a club 
return) 
Six diamond tricks then 


were dashed off, to West's acute dis- 
comfort. On the third and fourth 
rounds he let go two low spades; 
on the fifth, a low club, and on the 
pixth, reduced to the Q-J of spades. 
When three rounds of hearts fol- 
lowed, however. West started to 
squirm. On the third round he had 
to choose between blanking the 
club king and blanking the spade 
queen. With the deep sigh of self- 
pity, he threw the jack of spades. 
This, of course, was duck soup for 
declarer, who had been worrying 
about the club finesse from the very 
start It now was the simplest thing 
in the world to throw West on lead, 
by leading the spade ten, and force 
a club return up to the major ten- 
ace. 


Imaginative and sound defense on 


West's part almost certainly would 
have led to a far different result. 
West could see that he would be 
forced to make four discards on the 
diamond suit and, since it was high- 
ly probable that South held the 
heart queen, another discard on 
the third heart. 
Three of these 


discards could safely be spades 
and one a club; the fifth, and cru- 
cial one, would have to be de- 
ceptive. 
If declarer did not have 


the A-Q of clubs it would do no 
harm to blank the king of clubs. If 
he did hold the A-Q it was just as 
vital to blank the club king, with- 
out groaning or squirming, in or- 
der to avoid a throw-in play that 
was easily predictable. Thus, had 
,West quietly discarded two clubs, 
leaving his king unprotected, my 
bet is that the declarer would have 
gone wrong. He could not possibly 
know what West was doing and, 
therefore, would take the club fi- 
nesse as the natural play for the 
fulfilling trick.

a world- 


wide, not just a national, probabil- 
ity. 


The fact 
that 
public finances 


abroad are in such bad shape is 
overlooked by most people when 
considering inflation. If the pound. 
franc, mark. yen. and lira weaken 
to the crumbling point they will 
carry down with them the value of 
the dollar. Following the short pe- 
riod of improvement after the de- 
valuations of 1932 to 1934, the inter- 
national currency situation has al- 
ready again become acute. Despite 
the sleight-of-hand 
tricks 
being 


played with national figures, some- 
body, someday, must pay the Piper. 
When the pay-ofT comes, there can 
be only one way out—Inflation! 


Spend Back Prosperity 


The seriousness of our own sit- 


uation is well-known. The presi- 
dent's new program of gigantic out- 
lays to "lick the recession" simply 
accents it. Few doubt that the ac- 
cepted method 
of fighting 
hard 


times from now on will be to spend 
billions. But remember that it is far 
easier to turn the faucet on than it 
is to turn it off. Since this country 
committed itself to a spending pro- 
gram, the cost of all branches of 
federal 
government 
h.is driven 


ahead full steam. The figures for 
1938-9 will be the largest in peace- 
time records. Our federal debt is to- 
day $39.000,000.000—almost double 
the level of eight years ago and ris- 
ing faster than ever. 


Furthermore, 
practically every 


major city, county, and state treas- 
ury is following the same course. 
Relieving 
the unemployed 
and 


priming the pump is a good policy 
provided it results in people going 
off relief and government expenses 
being slashed. In practice this does 
not happen, however. Small pres- 
sure groups succeed 
in keeping 


costs at a high pitch while people 
soon learn that the government will 
support them if they do not work. 
Public expenses today equal at least 
one-third our national income. In 
1912 they represented 
only 
one- 


tenth! 


Hitler Financial Magician
